It ie eo well known that a few men who 


have not been selected by tbe voters ot 
the party for that purpose have conclud- 
ed that they are biff enough to dictate 
the nominations and nppoiutmenta ot 
the party. They bave succeeded, too, in 
a greater degree than tbeir ability and 
standing in the party warrant, and there 
is every indication that they propose to 
undertake to control nominations in the 
next Republican state convention abso- 
lutely. This sort of thing tbe people are 
not disposed to stand and wilt resent na 
aurely M time rolls on, if not at the con- 
vention, then at a more dangerous and 
damaging place, These are facts that 
are well known to those who come in con- 
tact with the bone and sinew ot the party 
not under control ot the ring.

Chief Howard) of tbe Brothers of 


Railway Coaduclora, made seme very 
sensible remarks in a speech bedelivered 
at the recent meeting ot his organiza- 
tion. It is evident that betas not been 
carried away by the notions of the free 
and unlimited silver demagogues, for he 
mid; "We muet make a silver dollar 
worth 100 centa and aa good as a gold 
dollar if we have to make it as big as a 
cart-wheel," It must be remembered 
that be waa talking to laboring men and 
tnlkUg in their interest.

that few men view it in that light. A 
capitalist ie any one who has tbe ability 
and the opportunity to earn money. We 
are apt to regard those only aa capital- 
ists who have accumulated large for- 
tunes, which is not true id tbe beet sense, 


Tbe chief then aays: "People do not 


always agree, but capital and labor go 
nasd in hand." This is also a truth 
which cannot be eoooesstolly controver- 
ted, Capital without labor would be en- 
tirely useless, and labor, without capital 
to employ it or purchase its product, 
would be equally eo, While labor <uid 
capital may at times have trouble in 
proper adjustment, the laboring man 
who poisone bis mind and his happiuees 
with the idea that be is justifiable in 
levying war upon capital and taking un- 
due advantages ot it, works injury to the 
interest of labor; and capital when it 
becomes so icy that it cannot eympathise 
with labor and seeks to grind the face of 
the poor, damagts itself. 


A few sensible men like Mr. Howard 


can do a world ot kood, standing up ae 
he docs, throwing out sensible hint* to 
both capital and labor. Sooh talks as 
bis, at s time when every effort is being 
made by desigciag politicians to turn 
the minde ot men away from correct and 
honest licee, must be beneMftl to all

Gen. 
Bonlanger. 


Gen. Bonlanger, who committed sui- 


cide at tbe grove ot his ruittreee, Mme, 
DeBonnemaiu, at 
Brafeefr, Belgium, 


was a Prtnobman who hae had some t hi eg 
ot a career. He wns nmde a Sub-Lieu- 
tenant in 1837 and as sncb in a campaign 
in Algiers be rose to tne rank ot Ouptiun 
and then to that ot Mnjor, having served 
in Guobin China and other points in the 
French army. He held the latter rank 
wbeu tbe Fran co-Prussian war broke out, 
He was with Basine at MetE, but some- 
bow ande bis eeotp* when that officer 
capitulated, Be wee made a Lieutenant- 
Colonel by the Government ct National 
Defense and fougbt in tbe battles abont 
Paris, He was wonnded in an encounter 
with tbe Commune, 


In 1876 he represented France at the 


Oentenuittl Exhibition in tnts country 
and in 1880 Le was made a Brigadier- 
General. In 1886 be wns made Minister 
ot War in tbe DeFrycintb. Cabinet and 
went out of office in 18-87 and took com- 
mand of an army corps. From that time 
until he lett France rather than submit 
to imprisonment his career was that of 
an adventurer. Sometimes the populace 
shouted tor Boulanger and at other times 
suspected him. 


Be waa elected both in Dordopne and 


tbe Nord constituencies to the French 
Chamber by large majorities, bnt later 
on his candidate waaeorely defeated. It 
waa at this time that Bonlangsr appeared 
in the Chamber of Deputies and de- 
manded its dissolution, which resulted in 
Ws duel withtt. Floquet,in which Bou- 
langer was worsted. This waa in 1888. 
In January, 1869, he was elected to U» 
Chamber, carrying every precinct in the 
city ot Paris. This was the zenith ot his 
glorj and it was Ireely conceded that 
Bvulsnger was "the man on horseback" 
who was to make himself master of 
France. 


He was not permitted to tuka bib sent, 


waa tried for embetsslament, found gnilty, 
and to avoid street fled with his miatreea 
to Brussels, where she died and he ended 
hie osreer by eaicide.

Previous to mating np country trips 


Ln South Africa I nlwnjsJaiil inasnp- 
ply of calico dresses and pound packages 
of tea to serve as presents for the -wives 
of the Boeis in tbe outlying districts. I 
Tea is used by them gnjy in cases of sick- ! 
ness, and the donation of a calico dress 
is always met by an interchange of dairy i 
and hen roost products. In one of my 
trips, while in the neighborhood of an 
old vronw, finding that the Lxrder needi-d 
replenishing, I jumped aa my shooting 
pony and cantered over to her bonse, 
followed by my Kaffir henchman "Jan- 
uary," carrying a basket containing tha 
tea and dress. Tod noise of my pony's 
hoofs on the sunbaked earth caught the 
old lady's ears, and she inet me at the 
door with the explanation: 


"I'm so glad i on have comet* 
"Why?' 
"Because I have a pair of young honi 


for yon.1* 


"Where »retheyr 
"Knocking itbont tbo house some- 


where," 


I immediately dismounted, handing 


the reins to Jiuraary, started indoors, 
tmd finally brought up in the kitchen, 
where Ifoimd the whelps asleep on the 
hearth. On asking how they were capt- 
nred die informed me tli.it some two 
weeks previous her fan had shot a 
lioness, and, Cutting her in milk, hunted 
around until ha picked up the youngsters. 
I immediately bargained for tbMn with 
the understanding that they wew to be 
given all the milk they would drink, not 
teased, aud kept until my return, some 
thieo months ahead 
The tea ,md dress 


were then produced, and January hod to 
entot th« services of one of the farm 
Kaffirs to assist in carrying to the wagons 
toe butter and eggs which were received 
n exchange. 


On niyroturn I found thecnba had 


partially weaned, which was fort- 


unate, OB it would hive, been impossible 
:o (^t fr«rii milk for them doily. Taking 
them in my arms I started toward my 
cart, which had been driroa np In front 
of the houge, for the purpose at throwing 
them 011 my bed; but the oxen bolted on 
catchirig scent of them, and it required 
a deal of patience Ucforo they vtoold al- 
low them to bo loaded 


On coming np with my teun of wag- 


ons, loaded with antelope, gune, etc., the 
cart was prudently luspt sone distance 
in the rear, for fear of a stampede of the 
seams, and it was fuUy a week before 
;be oxen became thoroughly accustomed 
to lion odor. 


The whelps would para the time while 


traveling lolhng about on in j bed, which 
I shared with thorn at night, bat aa noon 
as we stopped and the oxen were turned 
loose for grazing their heads •would be 
throat out from the front of the cart 
•waiting to be lifted out, so that they 
could have their customary game of 
romps with the dogs and myself. 


We had reached tha more thickly set- 


tled portion of the country when one 
day, just as we were ontspomung, a 
couple of ytrong Boers cantered up to 
ttie wagons, one of whom carried a fine 
chacma seated behind him 
On dis- 


mounting the reins were handed to the 
baboon, who hod seated himself juat in 
front of the horses, and I started for the 
cart in search of the "square ngger"— 
i. e. , gin flask—in order to pave the way 
to purchasing the baboon* 


On reaching it the h«ada of both 


whelps appeared, expecting to be lifted 
oat, as was customary. On catching 
sight of them the baboon Kawftucream,, 
the horses a snort of terror, and each one 
took a separate paUi across the veldt, 
followed by a pair of blaspheming Boers. 
I saveo my gin, bat lost the chance of 
buying a fine chacma, and sulkily re- 
fused to join in the usual frolic. 


The trip home was nude without far- 


ther incident, and on arnvmgthe young- 
sters were allowed tho run of the house, 
but at night they would peisu* in •shar- 
ing my bed with me. After having been 
nearly smothered by a trick which they 
had of lying across my face, I finally 
compromised matters by arranging a cot 
alongside my bed with a stout wuu 
screen intervening. 


Of course tha arrival of the young 


lions wae soon noised about, and I did 
not lack company, especially on Sunday 
afternoons, when my etri^t*^"™^* re- 
sembled a miniature zoological garden, 
and the female whelp seamed to select 
jost such occasions to play pranks on the 
bipeds of her own aei. 


Her favorite ambush was under the 


table of the dining room, the door of 
•which opened on the passageway throogk 
the liouae. So long as rcalea passed ehe 
would remain quiet, btu as aore as a 
single female or & party of them at- 
tempted to pass through she would 
spring otrt and crouch just in front of 
them, invariably earning a hasty retro- 
grade movement, accompanied by a se- 
nes of screams. Once, while in the rear, 
giving some directions to the Kaffirs, I 
was startled by a piercing shriek, and 
turned just in time to see a frightened 
female dart out of the back door and 
come at racing speed toward me. In so 
doing she hod to pass directly under a 
tree in which was chained a baboon.

the brute dropped on to her shoulders, 
whisked off her bonnet and wrap and 
was tip on his perch in a jiffy. She 
dropped in a dead faint, and before I 
could dash some water into her face and 
bring her to her senses the bonuetond 
wrap were torn into shreds, and on look- 
ing toward the house I saw toe head of 
the lioness lying over the doorsill, eeem-' 
ingly enjoying tUf mischW she hod 
wrought—^ Forest and Stream.
